London, March 9 .—The future steps 
remorselessly on the heels of the past. 
While the body of the dead k ing Ed­ 
ward lies awaiting removal from Buck 
Ingham palace to W indsor castle and 
the hearts of the roy al family and his 
m ajesty ’s loy al subjects are wrung 
with sincere grief, official preparations 
were being made with dignified haste 
for the installm ent of his successor. 
George V., into the office from which 
death suddenly removed Edward VII. 
and this !..■ iring with all the stately 
forms and ceremonies handed down 
from England’s historic and pictur­ 
esque past, the new sovereign was pro­ 
claimed k ing and em peror in the me­ 
tropolis and the other great cities oi 
the empire. 
The nation is y et too much dom inat­ 
ed by its acute sense of the loss sus­ 
tained by King Edward's death to be­ 
stow more than formal well wishes 
upon his little k nown and diffident son. 
It was otherwise when Queen Victoria 
died. 
Edward, while Prince of Wales, 
had become k nown to the people as 
intimately , perhaps even more so, than 
the queen herself. 
He was k nown to 
every man in the street and was a 
popular idol every where in all walk s 
of life. . 
King George, on the other 
hand, owing partly to his father's over 
shadowing personality and popularity 
has been little more than a figurehead, 
so far as a m ajority of the people are 
concerned, and the increasing popular 
realization of the swift tragedy of the 
past week to a great ex tent numbs 
popular interest in the new k ing. 
Statesm en and politicians, however, 
are deeply interested in the new sov­ 
ereign. 
They are questioning every ­ 
body about him try ing to discover 
what underlies the shy disposition and 
diffident m anner of the slander little 
man with the soft voice who is to 
reign over the nation. 
The sermons 
and other re ferences in the pulpits of 
Great Britain Sunday brought home to 
many 
thousands even more k eenly 
than the black -bordered newspapers 
have done, how great a part King Ed­ 
ward had play ed in the national life. 
His high ideal of k ingship, his work 
for peace and his wise, tactful person­ 
ality were all themes of pulpit eulogy . 
King George has con re r red with the 
officials of the late k ing’s household, 
to whom lie entrusted all the arrange­ 
m ents for the funeral. 
It seems cer­ 
tain that there will be a ceremonial 
ly ing-in-state ex tending over several 
day s, in deference to the public de­ 
mand that such opportunity be afford­ 
ed to the masses of the k ing’s sub­ 
jects to pay the last tribute of respect. 
There will be a public ly ing-in-state at 
W estm inster ball and a private ly ing- 
in-state at Buck ingham palace. 
The date of the 
final 
procession 
through London to Paddington station, 
where the coffin will be entrained for 
W indsor, is not fix ed. The actual bur­ 
ial is ex pected to tak o place on May 
20. The i;lare of interm ent will be St. 
George's < \ . 1. W indsor castle. 
At 
the conclusion of the funeral service 
the coffin will be lowered to a vault 
beneath the chapel. 
It will subse­ 
quently be placed in a tomb beneath 
the memorial chapel in which lie the 
remains of his m ajesty ’s eldest son, 
the Duk e of Clarence.

Berlin, May 9 .—It is officially an­ 
nounced that the imperial part of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s visit has been practically 
abandoned. The k aiser, having regard 
for his own feelings and the proprie­ 
ties of the occasion, has decided not to 
meet Roosevelt at the railway station 
on his arrival, where joy ous demon­ 
strations on the part of the people are 
certain to occur, or entertain him as a 
guest at the palace. 
His m ajesty has 
also decided not to attend the project­ 
ed official dinners either at Ambassa­ 
dor Hill’s 01* the imperial chancellor's 
residence. 
Roosevelt, his wife and Miss Ethel 
on their arrival will proceed direct to 
the American embassy , where they 
will be the am bassador’s guests during 
their stay . 
After break fasting at the 
embassy the party will go in automo­ 
biles to Potsdam, where they will m eet 
the k aiser and his family . 
They will 
stay to lunch, which will be of a pure­ 
ly domestic character. 
Roosevelt will 
have other opportunities for private 
talk s with the k aiser, but these will be 
m atters of subsequent arrangem ent. 
The k aiser called Sunday afternoon 
at the B ritish.em bassy , where he re­ 
mained for over an hour and a half in 
conversation 
with 
the 
ambassador, 
during which his m ajesty display ed 
the strongest signs of emotion in dis­ 
cussing the death of bis uncle.

the funeral, lie placed himself unre 
servedly in the hands of the British 
government and court.

This was the theme o f a brilliant dis­ 
cussio n at the last meeting o f the 
Americau Po litical Science asso ciatio n 
In New Yo rk, participated in by co l­ 
lege pro fesso rs and leading writers o f 
po litical refo rm, with A. Lawrence 
Lo well, president o f Harv ard, in the 
chair. 
The nucleus o f the discussio n 
was furnished by a paper entitled 
“Need o f Simplificatio n In the Metho ds 
o f Po pular Co ntro l o f Go v ernment.” 
This paper was appro v ed by all pres- j 
ent and has no w fo r the first time be­ 
co me accessible to the public thro ugh 
its publicatio n in the annual v o lume 
o f tile pro ceedings o f the asso ciatio n. 
The fo llo wing are significant extracts: 
The theo ry o f an electio n is so me 
what as fo llo ws: It is kno wn that o n I &° Cillt ;llu

T he L im itatio ns o f Centre! by Electio n 
The theo ry o f an electio n as o ut­ 
lined presuppo ses that the v o ter i- 
to hav e an o ppo rtunity to get so me 
kind o f acquaintance with the claims 
o f the v ario us aspirants fo r the o ffice. 
If lie fails to do this it is inev itable 
that bis v o te will be unintelligent and 
easily co ntro lled by tho se who hav e a 
special and priv ate interest in the elec­ 
tio n. 
If the v o ter in a large co mmunity is 
to kno w the candidates it is necessary 
that the latter secure a pro per amo unt 
o f publicity so that each candidate 
shall beco me in the mind o f the v o ter 
a definite mental picture—a picture so 
definite that the v o ter will dev elo p a 
preference based o n adequate info rma­ 
tio n. 
It must be ev ident that there is 
a limit to the number o f electio ns 
which can 
be 
held 
simultaneo usly 
witho ut blurring these mental pictures. 
Any man must admit that it wo uld 
no t be practicable to ho ld 100 real elec­ 
tio ns < n o ne day. 
No v o ter co uld re­ 
member sev eral hundred candidates, 
ev en it lie tried to do so in systematic 
fashio n, and a system which put the 
names o f sev eral hundred candidates 
fo r a hundred o ffices upo n the ballo t 
witho ut the aid o f so me guide o r 
trademark label wo uld result In v o n-j 
fusio n, o ut o f which wo uld emerge a- 
v icto rs no t the <:uiui<hiies who were 
mo st successful in 
ge tting 
v o tes, but 
tho se who were least « « successful. 
It 
wo uld In* like letting scho o l children 
v o te, and the result wo uld hav e no sig­ 
nificance as an expressio n o f o pinio n 
The same co nditio n will be true o f a 
ballo t which has much less than lira 
places to be tilled 
It will be true, in 
part at least, at any electio n where a 
no npartisan ballo t wo uld be 
I m pra c ­ 
ticable. 
Take the ballo t yo u v o ted at the last 
electio n 
Cut it up with a pair o f 
shears and paste it to gether with the 
party labels eliminated, so that fo r 
the o ffice o f co unty clerk, fo r instance, 
yo u will be co mpelled to cho o se be­ 
tween Smith and Jo nes and Ro binso n. 
If o n lo o king o v er this ballo t yo u find 
that yo u are lo st witho ut the party 
label to guide yo u. that yo ur v o te fo r 
certain o ffices was witho ut kno wledge 
o r Intelligence, to that extent yo u will 
kno w yo u hav e no t been exercising 
co ntro l, but hav e by a kind o f pro xy- 
giv ing delegated yo ur share o f the 
co ntro l o f tho se o ffices to so me o ne 
else. 
A v o ter who v o tes blindly is being 
bo ssed. 
Very few v o ters, ev en the 
illiterate, v o te a ballo t en tirely blindly. 
Ev en the Italian street digger pro ba­ 
bly has certain reaso ns fo r suppo rting 
A. o r B. fo r go v erno r, but ev ery Amer­ 
ican citizen, with the exceptio n o f the 
pro fessio nal po liticians, v o tes blindly 
o n certain parts o f his ballo t and is to 
that extent being bo ssed. 


The Phenomenon of “ Apathy .” 
The wj/tle acceptance o f bo ssism is 
co mmo nly deno unced as “apathy” o r 
“Indifference," and peo ple say “the 
citizens are asleep and o nly the po i 
iticians are awake.” 
It is an ancient 
libel. 
American citizens are as a 
whole no mo re naturally apathetic 
than the citizens o f any 
other demo­ 
cratic natio n. 
If the burghers of Glas­ 
gow were bro ught In n 
body to Phila­ 
delphia and compelled to hold a few 


o n the mo untain to p. 
If yo u and I 
co uld, by walking ten miles and climb­ 
ing a mo untain o nce a j’ear, beco me ef­ 
fectiv e participants in po litics it is no t 
at all unlikely that we wo uld make the 
effo rt. 
But we hav e a system o f po li­ 
tics so elabo rate by reaso n o f the mul­ 
tiplicity o f electiv e o ffices that citizen­ 
ship has co me to be co nsidered a sep­ 
arate pro fessio n. 
That is the v ery 
climax o f inaccessibility; it remo v es 
citizenship to a distance equiv alent to 
a y ear’s Journey . 
Ev ery citizen kno ws that, refo rmers 
to the co ntrary, little is gained in the 
effectiv eness o f the citizen by attend- j 
ance at caucuses and primaries. A cir- i 
izen must beco me so familiar with po - j 
litical wo rkings, so strenuo us in his 
J 
o pinio ns and in his po litical activ ity, i 
that he beco mes a member o f the little j 
co nclav e that meets prev io us to tin* j 
caucuses to set the tables fo r the elec- i 
to rate, befo re he begins to exercise any 
real co ntro l o v er the business o f no mi­ 
natio n and electio n. 
He can do that 
o nly at the serio us sacrifice o f o ther j v ario us reaso ns to hav e a large co uncil 
business. In co nsequence the men who j elected at large, but that plan with all 


judgment o f the people Just as surely 
as if the county clerk were lost in a 
cro wd o f o ther minor officials at the 
bo tto m o f a lo ng ballot. 
The people 
with a few exceptio ns would not go to 
the po lls o r pay any attentio n 
to the 
matter, fo r the share o f each voter in 
the matter o f the co unty clerkship is 
to o insignificant to deserv e attentio n 
The electo rate shrugs its big sho ulders 
and fiatly declines to be bo thered. 
So we face the pro blem o f dev ising a 
system in which the peo ple no t o nly 
ca n participate, but 
will participate 
The impo rtance o f the electio n must 
reach the co nscio usness o f ev ery v o ter 
The way to bring this abo ut is no t by 
exho rtatio n and prayer, but by giv ing 
real impo rtance to the po sitio n that is 
to be filled .so as to make it naturally 
co nspicuo us. 
Fo r instance, the o ffi e 
o f state assemblyman in New Yo rk is 
amo ng the neglected po sitio ns. 
Iu ac­ 
tual practice this is no w an appo in 
tiv e po sitio n—appo intiv e by so me self 
established and irrespo nsible co terie o f 
lo cal po liticians. Ev en in the o ff years, 
when the assemblyman Is so metimes 
the o nly place o n the ballo t, experience 
sho ws that the peo ple do no t take co n­ 
tro l. 
The place canno t, o f cdurse, be 
made appo intiv e by any o ther electiv e 
o fficer. 
The pro per alternativ e is to 
Increase the imp- rtance o f the o ffice 
At present the a -- rr,Hyman is a mere 
o ne 
o ue-lmadred-arKl-tiftieth o f o ne- 
half <>f a i 
: la tun*, 
who se actio ns are

ely cir uinst pi bo d by the co nstitu­ 
tio n and subject to the v eto o f the go v ­ 
ern r. 
Suppo -.e that, fo llo wing the ex­

Each assemblyman wo uld then 
be six times as impo rtant and, with 
Ills increased capacity 
fo r go o d o r ill.

If the peo ple 
still fail to get excited o v er that o ffice 
cut tlie size o f the assembly in half 
again, thrusting upo n twenty-fiv e men 
the respo nsibility o f all legislatio n fo r 
a great state. 
And surely then, if no t 
befo re, the o ffice will reach a pinnacle 
o f light where the who le electo rate 
will see it and feel co ncerned abo ut it 
and where It will be beyo nd the grasp 
o f the po liticians. 


Th* Limitations of Democracy . 
And so we hav e two practical limita­ 
tio ns to o ur Ideal o f an electio n: 
First.—The number o f o fficials to be 
elected nt any o ne time must be limit­ 
ed to fiv e o r less; and, 
Seco nd.—The electiv e o ffices must be 
limited to tho se that are o f such im- 
po riance and character that the peo ple 
will co nsent to exert themselv es to 
make the selectio n themselv es. 
In building a demo cracy ev erything 
else must be warped to fit these funda­ 
mental limitatio ns, fo r these are tlie 
limitatio ns o f the peo ple themselv es. 
We canno t wait fo r human nature to 
change; we must o rder o ur institutio ns 
to fit human nature. There Is no ho pe 
iu putting a square co llar o n o ur ho rse 
and then co ndemning the ho rse fo r 
failure,, io gro w a square neck. 
Ac­ 
co rdingly. while It may seem desirable 
to hav e a state treasurer elected so as 
to secure independent audit o f ae 
co uuts. we must secure pro tectio n in 
so me different way if it is fo und in 
practice that the peo ple do no t select 
the state treasurer fo r themselv es. 
It may seem desirable in a city fo r

Railroads Have Taken the Ground 


That They Are Not Compelled 


to Obey Orders.

A11 important decision and one ap­ 
parently bearing on the interchange­ 
able switching case was decided re- 
cefitlv at Indianapolis. 
The Indiana­ 
polis News says: 
A decision of far-reaching impor­ 
tance in connection with the opera­ 
tion of the railroad commission 
of 
Indiana in regulating traffic and rates 
was made today by Judge Charles 
Remster, of circuit court, who grant­ 
ed an injunction compelling the Chi­ 
cago, Indianapolis & Louisville Rail­ 
way Company to obey orders made 
by the commission and 
affirmed by 
Judge A. B. Anderson, of the United 
States district court and Judge J. L. 
McMaster, of the Marion county su­ 
perior court. 
b p to this time the railroad com­ 
mission of Indiana has practically 
been a non-operative body as fa r as 
the immediate operation of its orders 
was concerned, as the railway com­ 
panies, through appealing from the 
orders to the lower courts and then 
appealing from the decisions of the 
lower courts to the higher courts, 
have been able to delay the enforce­ 
ment of the commssion’s orders until 
the two-year limit for 
such 
orders 
had expired. 
Orders made 
by 
the 
commisson have been held good by 
the lower eourts as a general thing, 
hut the railway companies have taken 
the ground that they are not bound 
to obey the orders until the higher 
courts have passed on the eases. 
The importance of Judge Remster’s 
decision lies in the ruling that the 
railway companies must immediately 
begin to obey the order of the rail­ 
way commission 
after 
the 
lower 
couits have affirmed such orders, and 
the orders in operation pending ap­ 
peals to the higher courts. 
The two cases under considera­ 


tion by Judge Remster were original­ 
ly brought before Judge 
Anderson 
and Judge McMaster. 
In May, 19 0 9, 
the railway commission fixed switch­ 
ing rates which the Chicago, Indian­ 
apolis 
& 
Louisville Railway Com­ 
pany must adopt at Bloomington, In­ 
diana, and Judge McMasters, of su­ 
perior court, recently found that the 
commission’s order fixing the rates 
was valid. 
The commission’s order 
against the same company regulat­ 
ing the transportation of coal and 
other commodities from New Albany 
to northern points in Indiana. 
The 
railway 
company 
appealed 
from the commission’s order to the 
federal court, where Judge Ander­ 


son held in favor of the commission. 
After these decisions, 
the 
railway 
commission brought suit 
in 
circuit 
court to have the railway company 
enjoined to obey the orders, on the 
ground that the company had no in­ 
tention of enforcing the commission’s 
orders pendng appeals to the higher 
courts. 
“ I am constrained to hold that the 
orders having become effective, and 
not having been suspended 
or 
set 
a-side, they are in full force and e f­ 
fect, and that there is no suspension 
of the orders pending an appeal from 
a decision holding them valid” said 
Judge Remster.
